But what about when the madness expands to 
encompass Thanksgiving Day? 

This year, retailers are opening their doors 
even earlier on Thanksgiving Day, trying to gain 
a competitive edge on competitors, according to 
an article on the Sentinel Cumberlink website. 

“Crazy people, you always got that crazy per- 
son,” Jaszmine Delarosa, a junior psychology ma- 
jor at Cal State University Long Beach who works 
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at Windsor, said about the Black Friday shoppers. 

Stores such as Kmart, RadioShack, RiteAid 
and Walgreens, are opening at 8 a.m.

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for Macy’s and said he considers Black Friday a 
materialistic and capitalistic holiday that runs the 
country. 

“Working on Black Friday is hilarious, it’s like 
watching sheep get herded,” Quintero said. “It 
shows how easy it is to manipulate the masses just 
by fluctuating prices on shoppers.” 

Some students who aren’t working the holiday 
still go to the mall to enjoy the sales. 

“I’m just excited to go shopping!” said Jessica 
Vila, a junior social work major at CSULB who 
said she looks forward to and enjoys shopping on 
Black Friday.

CSULB alumnus named first Latino chief of police 


Chief Robert G. Luna 
was sworn in on Sat- 
urday.

The Long Beach police department 
swore in veteran Robert G. Luna as the 
city’s first Latino Chief of Police on Sat- 
urday. 

Long Beach Mayor Robert Garcia 
and about a,hundred police officers 
and Long Beach residents were in at- 
tendance at the ceremony, which took 
place at the Long Beach Arena Lobby. 
As the 26th Chief of Police, Luna suc- 
ceeded previous Chief of Police, Jim 
McDonnell. 

During the ceremony, Garcia de- 
scribed Luna as a “cop’s cop.” 

“What I love about Robert is his in- 
clusiveness, his transparency and the 
fact that he has a good, big heart,’ Gar- 
cia said. 

Luna, who has 29 years of law en- 
forcement experience, first joined the 
department’s reserve program when he 
was 18 years old. Two years later, at the 
age of 20, he was hired as a regular po- 
lice officer, Luna said via telephone. 

“T used to watch police shows on tele- 
vision, and I loved the idea of being in 
law enforcement,” Luna said about his 
early aspirations of becoming a police 
officer. “To me they were like superhe- 
roes.”

His background in law enforcement 
includes a number of operational, in- 
vestigatory and administrative assign- 
ments, including Special Weapons and 
Tactics (SWAT), drug and gang inves- 
tigations and canine operations, accord- 
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ing to a press release on the police de- 
partment website. 

During his time as the police man- 
ager, he was primarily in charge of 
budgetary responsibility and oversight. 
Throughout that time he developed and 
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implemented a number of innovative 
fiscal disciplines that turned out to be 
significant cost saving measures. 

Luna said he thinks being the depart- 
ment’s first Latino Chief of Police as a 
simple coincidence. 
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“T would like to think that I got the 
position because I am competent, I have 
a lot of experience, I have the right ap- 
proach to policing, | am a very good 
manager and I provide very strong 
leadership both in the community and 
at City Hall with other departments,” 
Luna said. “So you put all that together, 
and guess what, I just happened to be 
Latino.” 

He said he credits a lot of his success 
not only to those who he has been in 
contact with, but also his education. He 
earned both a Master of Public Admin- 
istration and a Bachelor of Vocational 
Education degree from Cal State Uni- 
versity Long Beach. 

Chief Luna said he believes that 
CSULB is a big part of his success. 
While he attended the university, he was 
able to learn about and from the student 
body and his professors. To him, educa- 
tion is a big part of an individual and he 
urges students to “take education seri- 
ously.” 

Rather than take credit for his suc- 
cessful career in law enforcement, much 
of his speech honored those within the 
department who have had'a tremendous 
impact on him both professionally and 
personally, like the late Long Beach Po- 
lice Sgt. Mike Woodward. 

“T thank God every day that I get to 
put on this uniform and do what I do be- 
cause | absolutely love what I do,” Luna 
said. “This is, in [my] opinion, the best 
job in the world. It’s a job where you 
go out and make a big difference every 
day.”

Ithough it’s still underlined red 
when typed into a word proces- 
sor, “vape” is the Oxford English 
Dictionary’s word of the year 

for 2014. 

Like other words of the year, according to 
Oxford English Dictionary’s website, vape was 
chosen by lexicographers—the people who 
keep the dictionaries current— not particularly 
because it’s a proper English word, but because 
it attracted a noteworthy amount of attention 
during 2014, reflecting the ethos, mood and 
preoccupations of the year. 

According to the OED website, “The OED 
requires several independent examples of the 
word being used, and also evidence that the 
word has been in use for a reasonable amount 
of time.” 

This may be a word that was extremely 
popular for a short period of time, such as the 
2013 candidate “Harlem Shake,” which was 
used heavily during the month of February 
of that year. It could be a word that has many 
uses and has been used over a long period of 
time, such as 2009’s winner “unfriend,” which 
has become a part of our regular online lingo. 
“Selfie,” the OED word of the year for 2013, 
seems as if it’s here to stay; use of the word in- 
creased exponentially until March 2014 and has 


said the widespread use of the word is a product 
of smokers’ rejoicing in a more acceptable way 
of public nicotine consumption. 

“T think it’s people manifesting their indi- 
viduality and their right to do what they want to 
do,” Herscovitz said. “It’s interesting that they 
picked this word.” 

This selection comes after a year that has 
made many significant changes in smoking 
culture. Since 2012, the nation has made a sig- 
nificant shift away from traditional cigarettes. 
CVS stopped selling cigarettes in September, 
and e-cigarette stores and vape lounges have 
proliferated across the nation— according to an 
October 2013 article by Bloomberg Business- 
week, there were over 3,500 vape shops in 
business nationwide. 

In 2013, refillable vaporizer sales racked up 
to $1.7 billion. Although Bloomberg reported 
that e-cigarette sales have fallen slightly dur- 
ing 2014, the word has become a shared term 
between both e-cigarette users and marijuana 
users, for whom “vaping” is one of many ways 
of smoking. 

The topic received a lot of local discussion 
during the first half of 2014. More than 25,000 
youths who never smoked a conventional ciga- 
rette used an e-cigarette in 2013, according to a 
2014 report from Centers for Disease Control. 
In March, the Long Beach City Council voted 
to categorize electronic cigarettes with all other 
tobacco products. 

OED’s choices for word of the year serve as 
somewhat of a social commentary. According 


of “bae,” a term that spread predominantly by 
the younger demographic not through mouth, 
but through keyboard. Vape serves as not only 
a testament to the use of vaporizers, but also 
the shift in marijuana use in several states. 

“It definitely indicates that English is much 
more of a technology oriented language these 
days,” Tim Henry, a part-time lecturer of 
linguistics at CSULB, said. “It shows the will- 
ingness of academia to adapt new technological 
things ... in the humanities and social sciences, 
that type of change does not come quickly.” 

The lexicographers of Oxford consider 
“corpus evidence” when choosing their words 
of the year. Henry said that corpus linguistics 
is a fairly recent field that came about in the 
‘90s, and it looks at real data, such as newspa- 
pers, magazines, academic journals and spoken 
language, to analyze the use of language. 

Like linguists, Henry said that the Oxford 
American English Dictionary, which he ap- 
praised as coming from a highly academic 
institution, is more willing to accept slang or 
informal language usage than a lot of other 
dictionaries. 

Unlike Webster’s dictionary, which he said is 
so conservative that it can tend to misrepresent 
the language, the British-originated Oxford 
dictionary will typically include the use of non- 
standard language because it appears in regular 
use, and thus makes changes over time. 

“Language, whether written, signed or 
spoken, is fundamental to communication,” 
Kelicia Phelps, a linguistics Masters student 
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Vila said she has previous Black 
Friday experience, but not from be- 
hind the counter. 

“Last year, I slept outside of Best 
Buy,” Vila said. 

Delarosa said she is experienc- 
ing the Black Friday madness at 
Windsor this year, where doors 
open at 7 p.m., Thanksgiving Day. 
Her store is offering the first 50 
people in line $100 gift cards. De- 
larosa said the lines are expected to 
be crazy this year. 

Delarosa will be working 
Thanksgiving Day from 7 p.m. to 
4 a.m. and will most likely come 
back again to work on Friday. 

“It kind of sucks, you don’t get 
to be with your parents,” Delarosa 
said about missing dinner with her 
family on Thanksgiving. “Time 
and a half doesn’t make up for 
missing time with my family.” 

Estephany Pleitez, a junior hu- 
man development major at CSULB, 
will be working at Wells Fargo on 
Black Friday. 

Pleitez said she is expecting a 
rush of people coming in about 
declined cards and fraudulent pur- 
chases. 

“We have [a] counterfeit [sys- 
tem], we can see [if money is 
fake],” said Pleitez. “Everyone gets 
paid Friday — they’ll want their 
money.” 

Some students are staying in the 
comfort of their own home though, 
avoiding the crowds but reaping 
from the sales online. 

“111 do my shopping on Cyber 
Monday, no fights or lines for me,” 
Daniel Barriga, a junior philoso- 
phy major at CSULB, said. 

Though many stores are open- 
ing at earlier times, not all stores 
are following the trend of opening 
during Thanksgiving. Stores such 
as Barnes and Noble, Costco, Nor- 
dstrom and TJ Maxx will remain 
closed on Thanksgiving, according 
to the Black Friday website. Costco 
has said that their workers “deserve

our use of language. 

In the past decade, the words of the year have 
reflected an increasing influence of the digital 
world on our vocabulary, starting with “pod- 
cast” in 2005. For the past three years, digital 
words have dominated the competition, being 
‘GIF’—used as a verb— in 2012, and “selfie” 
in 2013. This year, “vape” won narrowly ahead 
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Phelps said that “vape” was a great choice 
for word of the year, because it shows that the 
English language is dynamic and constantly 
changing. 

“It shows the fantastic ability of language 
to craft new words to denote new actions and 
new things that have not existed beforehand,” 
Phelps said.

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More states should legalize marijuana for medicinal purposes 


ollowing in the footsteps of Colora- 

do and Washington, Alaska, Oregon 

and the District of Columbia legal- 

ized marijuana this month through 

the ballot process. And come 2016, 

five to 10 other states will likely 
consider full-on legalization, including California 
(which.has already decriminalized marijuana for 
recreational purposes and legalized medical mari- 
juana). Does this momentum mean that medicinal 
marijuana will be legalized on the national scale? 
Not necessarily, but one can hope. 

Within the last two years, three separate 
clinical trials offered compelling evidence that 
medical marijuana can safely and effectively re- 
lieve what is known as a neuropathic pain — pain 
caused by damage to the nerves. The pain is most 
common in illnesses such as Multiple Sclerosis, 
HIV/AIDS and diabetes. 

Neuropathic pain is incredibly difficult to 
subdue and is notorious for resisting conventional 
pain drugs, including highly addictive narcotics. 
According to the Marijuana Policy Project (MPP), 
“In all three studies conducted by the University 
of California under a state program funded over a 
decade ago, marijuana provided meaningful relief 
with remarkably few side effects.” 

Many critics are worried about the safety of 
marijuana; however, marijuana is arguably one of

the safest drugs on the market, especially when 
compared to the alternatives. The American 
Public Health Association (APHA) endorsed legal 
access to the drug back in 1995 explaining that, 
“Cannabis/marijuana has been used medicinally 
for centuries... marijuana has an extremely wide 
acute margin of safety for use under medical 
supervision and cannot cause lethal reactions.” 
The APHA continued and noted that, “greater 
harm is caused by the legal consequences of its 
prohibition than possible risks of medicinal use.” 
What the opposition won’t admit is that since 
medical marijuana has been legalized in 23 of the 
50 states, the prevalence of teen marijuana use 
has consistently decreased. 
A recent study published in the Journal 
of Adolescent Health analyzed data 
compiled from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion’s Youth Risk Behavioral 
Survey spanning a period 
of 20 years; it com- 
pared anonymous, 
self-reported 
rates of use in 
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states that have legalized medical marijuana with 

states that have a policy of complete prohibition. 

It found that there were “no statistically signifi- 

cant differences in marijuana use before and after 

policy change for any state pairing.” 

The key to legalizing medical marijuana is 
to have strict controls and safe- 
guards. Of the 12 states that approved 
marijuana for medicinal purposes 
some time ago, California included, 
many have restrictions and steps to 
take before patients can receive their 

“medicine.” Not just any kid off 

the street can walk into their 
local marijuana dispensary 
and score some marijuana. 

In order to be granted 
medicinal marijuana, 

a patron must be 
registered and 
posses an 
identifica- 

tion card, 
which 
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proves to law enforcement that they are legally 
eligible. Furthermore, there are strict limitations 
as to how much one can purchase of the drug 

per visit. Finally there is a zero tolerance for the 
public use of marijuana, or use while driving. 
Any violation of these limitations can result in 
repossession of the identification card, stiff penal- 
ties and even jail time. ; 

Marijuana carries a bad reputation, which 
makes it difficult to see the drug as a cure for 
medical conditions. However, lawmakers must 
realize that marijuana can provide an effective 
and safer alternative to many of the other com- 
monly prescribed medications, which include 
highly addictive narcotics. 

Marijuana can be useful for a wide range of 
medical conditions, including muscle spasms 
caused by multiple sclerosis and nausea from 
cancer chemotherapy. Additionally, it can help 
with poor appetite and weight loss caused by 
chronic illness such as HIV, chronic pain, stress, 
seizure disorders and Crohn’s disease. 

Therefore, doctors should have a great deal of 
latitude when prescribing marijuana, and law- 
makers should legalize marijuana for medicinal 
purposes in any of the states that haven’t been 
wise enough to do so already.

nation’s sense of 
compassion, Presi- 
dent Obama issued 
an impassioned 
speech on Thursday 
in support of his plan to use executive 
action to shield millions of Ameri- 
cans from deportation proceedings. 
Obama told Americans that deport- 
ing millions is “not who we are” 
and stated later that, “Whether our 
forebears were strangers who crossed 
the Atlantic, or the Pacific, or the Rio 
Grande, we are here only because this 
country welcomed them in.” 

And predictably, Republican 
leaders are thrashing about and as- 
sailing the president for executive 
overreach, resorting to name-calling 
and threats. Speaker of the House 
John Boehner (R-Ohio) issued a news 
release referring to him as “Em- 
peror Obama,” while Sen. Ted Cruz 
(R-Texas) accused him of acting like 
a king and throwing a “temper tan- 
trum.” Other Republican leaders are 
threatening to defund the program 
and have even floated the idea of 
impeachment. 

Preempting the inevitable response 
by grandstanding Republicans, 
Obama offered an-eloquent yet blunt 
response: “To those members of 
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Congress who question my author- 
ity to make our immigration system 
work better, or question the wisdom 
of me acting where Congress has 
failed, I have 

one answer: Pass 

a bill.” 

Lawmak- 
ers, for the 
most part, have 
just sat there 
twiddling their 
thumbs, play- 
ing patty-cake 
for years as 
immigration au- 
thorities continued 
to split up families at record levels. 
Despite the heated rhetoric from 
Republicans in response to Obama’s 
announcement on Thursday, his im- 
migration plan is absolutely neces- 
sary to remedy years of congressional 
inaction; furthermore, the programs 
he announced are rather limited in 
scope. 

Obama’s executive actions will 
provide approximately four million 
parents of U.S. citizens in addition to 
legal residents (green card holders) 
with deferred action, provided that 
they pass a criminal background 
check and have remained in the U.S. 
for at least five years.

To all the writhing congressmen who are 


complaining about Obama’s immigration initiative, 


my answer is this: do something about it. 


Although deferred action does not 
grant them legal status or a pathway 
to citizenship, it prevents them from 
facing deportation proceedings for 
three years— after which they must 
reapply again or face the possibility 
of being deported again. 

It will also expand a previous pro- 
gram known as Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals (DACA). An ad- 
ditional 270,000 will now be eligible 
for deferred action if they entered 
America prior to the age of 16. 

Despite the usual right-wing 
mantra that these immigrants will 
free-ride off the backs of taxpayers 
and live off welfare, the immigrants 
who stand to receive relief as a result 
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of this program will not enjoy any 
of these benefits; those receiving 
deferred action will not be eligible for 
health coverage under the Affordable 
Care Act, nor 
will they qualify 
for other federal 
programs such 
as food stamps. 
And despite 
claims that this 
presidential 
unilateralism 
violates the 
separation of 
powers doctrine 
or the Constitution’s 
mandate that the president “take care 
that the laws be faithfully executed,” 
Obama’s forthcoming actions are 
clearly not an unconstitutional exer- 
cise of his executive authority. The 
decision to not deport unauthorized 
immigrants clearly falls under his 
prosecutorial discretion (the ability 
to decide whether or not to prosecute 
someone for a crime). 

For example, the Supreme Court in 
United States vs. Nixon declared that, 
“The Executive Branch has exclusive 
authority and absolute discretion to 
decide whether to prosecute a case.” 

Despite claims otherwise, Obama 
isn’t “rewriting the laws.” Rather, 


immigration plan is both wise and legal 


he is simply deciding which types of 
immigrants should be deported—and 
the decision is as simple as this: 
should we focus on deporting people 
with children here, or should we 
focus on deporting criminals? 

Obama’s initiative is legitimate: 
preventing Homeland Security from 
wasting its resources on breaking up 
innocent families clearly falls under 
the executive’s purview, especially 
when there are other immigrants 
guilty of committing crimes who 
deserve immediate removal. 

The irony is that Republicans fre- 
quently emphasize “family values.” 
Does this not apply to immigration 
proceedings? 

To all the writhing congressmen 
who are complaining about Obama’s 
immigration initiative, my answer is 
this: do something about it. A biparti- 
san immigration bill already passed in 
the Senate over a year ago; the House 
should immediately follow suit, stop 
grandstanding and pass the bill. 

Although Obama’s plan offers re- 
spite for close to five million Ameri- 
cans in total, immigration policy 
must be hashed out in the legislative 
process, with both sides giving a little 
and getting a little. Only then will 
we have meaningful and long-lasting 
immigration reform.

The Daily 49er takes a mo- 
ment to recognize the potato, 
which has mashed its way 
through history as one of the 
most important crops of the 
past 600 years.

Thanksgiving is all about turkey and stuffing, 
but one must take the time to commemorate the root 
crop that has taken many delectable forms on the 
table. 

According to a study by two biologists from the 
Department of Plant Biology at Ohio State Univer- 
sity, today the potato is the fourth most important 
crop worldwide. 

The potato is a tuber, a root plant that grows and 
develops entirely underground. 

In 1532, the Spanish uncovered the potato, which 
was then spread around the world by what is known 
as the Columbian Exchange, according to a 2011 
article by historian Charles C. Mann in Smithson- 
ian magazine. The potato was born in the Andes 
in South America, where the high altitude climate 
is harsh, thus root crops such as the potato were a 
staple. 

During the time, Andean Indians ate potatoes 
mashed, boiled and baked. They also dried them in 
the sun and made potato starch, which served for a 
variety of edible and inedible purposes.

The potato has fed rapidly growing populations 
and has saved groups from famine. When famine 
hit Prussia in the mid-18th century, King Frederick 
the Great ordered his subjects to gorge on potatoes. 
During the same time, the Potato spread throughout 
Western Europe as a savior to the poor, also enjoyed 
by the rich. 

The great potato famine in the first half of the 
19th century, during which a fungus-like microor- 
ganism broke out and killed the plants spread across 
Western Europe. One million Irish were among 
those that perished from the widespread loss of the 
potato, resulting in the flood of Irish immigrants 
later that century. 

The most recognizable variety of potato is the 
brown Spud, but 5,000 varieties of the potato are 
now preserved at the International Potato Center in 
Peru. 

According to the USDA, the average-sized po- 
tato has around 160 calories and is rich in vitamin 
C, vitamin B-6, and contains a quarter of the daily 
recommended potassium intake. The carbohydrate- 
rich potato is still consumed today in Andean diets, 
giving high altitude populations energy to walk long 
distances uphill. 

The potato by itself is not the tastiest, but it is one 
of the most adaptable base foods. 

Potatoes can be fried, boiled, mashed, smoth- 
ered in cheese and sauces, baked and baked again. 
Through a process introduced by the native Ande- 
ans, potatoes are soaked in water to create a starch 
that is then dried, forming a squishy, pliable sub- 
stance that can be used to create a pasta known as 
gnocchi, as well as potato dumplings. 

No matter how you decide to prepare them, be- 
neath their dry skins, potatoes are simply a-peeling.

It is not often that Darth Vader, Je- 
sus Christ and black-lit orgies share the 
same stage. 

Thursday was opening night for Cal 
State University Long Beach alumnus 
Jeremy Alumna’s play, “Ubu the Sh*t.” It 
was a highly energized hyperbolization 
of pop culture that loosely followed the 
plotline of “Macbeth.” ‘ 

The play’s references range from 
featured appearances from “Jesuslas,” 
“Maryslas” and “Josephslas,” and in- 
clude the death and resurrection of Jesu- 
slas, to a light saber duel between Darth 
Vader and one of the main characters, 
Pa Ubu. 

The original play “Ubu the Sh*t” was 
adapted from, “Ubu Roi,” produced in 
1896, which aimed to shock and horrify 
audience. After all, the first word of dia- 
logue uttered was “sh-t.” 

“Ubu,” though, faces the struggle of 
shocking attendees of today, when noth- 
ing is too obscene or off limits for enter- 
tainment value. Hearing “sh-t” is no lon- 
ger necessarily shocking to an audience. 


True to the original play, “Ubu” start- ~ 


ed with a musical chorus of “sh-t,” fol- 
lowed by a number of other profanities, 
worsening in shock value each time.

After the opening song set the tone, 
the play maintained its theme of vul- 
garity. The main characters, Ma and Pa 
Ubu, were highly sexualized, lewd and 
crude. Pa’s large green stuffed penis was 
hanging out of his pants the entire show 
and was the butt of many jokes. 

Although funny at first, penis jokes 
can and did grow old. What this play 
brought with its vulgarity, though, was 
a setting appropriate to laugh at all that 
is inappropriate in everyday life, such as 
social and racial stereotypes, religion 
and selfie culture. 

Aluma’s attempt to break the fourth 
wall to create audience involvement was 
somewhat disappointing. The script and 
idea were there, but the acting fell flat in 
this respect. Scripted breaks in character 
felt just that, scripted. It was not impro- 
vised enough to feel believable. It was 
hard to appreciate that transition when 
it felt so unnatural, but the attempt was 
appreciated. 

For the most part though, the acting 
was impressive. Actors had to be com- 
fortable with not only awkwardly sexual 
interactions with each other, but also 
had to improvise with audience sugges- 
tions and interactions. 

The highlight of audience interaction 
was when someone from the audience 


recommended a certain character be 


killed with a pool noodle. This obviously 
threw Pa Ubu for a loop, and he was 
blatant about it, creating natural comic 
relief. 

The fact that there were nine Ma and 


. Pa Ubu’s was confusing. It wasn’t diffi- 


cult to keep up with the characters, but 
there did not seem to be any good rea- 
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son to have actors switching between 
the characters. Other than questionable 
choice of choosing to use the multiple 
Ma’s and Pa’s throughout the play, cast- 
ing was done very well. 

Actor Tyler Bremer was hands down 
excellent. He slipped into the character 
of Bougrelas seamlessly. His comedic 
timing and characterization of prissy 
throne heir was on point. Cast as one of 
the Ma and Pa Ubu’s, he did a good job 
as well, but, it was hard not to visualize 
him as the sniveling “open-hand-slap- 
ping” mama’s boy. 

Perhaps the most disappointing 
script decision was the limited acrobat- 
ics in the play. Towards the end there 
was an incredible ninja-esque fight 
scene in which two characters pulled 
amazing flips and tricks out from their 
arsenal. With the chaotic jumble of 
jokes, plot, dance scenes and sex acts,

Comeback not enough against Southern California 


The 49ers lose 
their first home 
game of the season 
90-85 in overtime 
to the Trojans.

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team came back from a big 
deficit to force overtime, but fell short 
90-85 to USC in the Walter Pyramid on 
Thursday. 

“IT think we started off the second 
half believing that we're just going to 
chip away possession by possession, 
and it starts on the defensive end,” head 
coach Jody Wynn said. 

The 49ers (2-1) were down 47-36 in 
the first half. The stats on both sides 
were similar, except for the field-goal 
percentage. LBSU shot 25 percent while 
the Trojans (2-1) shot 51 percent at the 
half.

played our hearts out, but we just came 
up short,” sophomore guard Raven 
Benton said. “They were just hot the 
first half, so that was the hardest thing, 
but at the end, [it was] rebounding and 
our free throws.” 

Benton had a high-scoring game and 
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led the way with 22 points. Benton had 
11 points in the first half, going 3-6 in 
the game and making all four shots 
from the free throw line. 

The 49ers started the second half 
with three stops in a row to go ona 10-0 
run led by sophomore guard Anna Kim 


to cut the deficit to one at 47-46. 

Kim scored seven of the ten points 
with a driving layup, a jumper and a 
three-pointer off a steal by Benton. 
Senior Chantel Dooley added another 
three to top off the run. 

Senior forward Devin Hudson gave 
The Beach its first lead of the game at 
54-52, and from that point on, both 
teams traded buckets. 

“During the second half, they weren't 
hitting shots because we were d’ing 
them up,” Benton said. “We were fo- 
cused on defense and we were moving 
the ball around.” 

Senior Alex Sanchez had an opportu- 
nity to give the 49ers the lead late in the 
game after she drove in and was fouled 
with 14.8 seconds left, down 73-74. But 
Sanchez split the free throws. 

On the next possession, the 49ers 
came up with a steal and Sanchez nearly 
made a game-winning three-point at- 
tempt from the opposing three-point 
line, but it hit the tip of the rim. 

LBSU shot 45 percent, going 5-11 
from the free throw line in the second 
half compared to 14-15 in the first half. 

“Unfortunately, we left too many 
points on the board off the foul line,” 
Wynn said. “Ten is just too many 
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for this team, and we're too good of a 
shooting team to miss two free throws 
in a row by some of our girls.” 

With the 49ers leading 85-83 with 1:30 
left in overtime, USC guard Jordan Ad- 
ams hit a three-pointer to go up 86-85. 

LBSU: had an opportunity for a put 
back off a missed 3-pointer, but sopho- 
more Madison Montgomery couldn't 
connect. The Trojans had a missed 
jumper on the other end, but a big of- 
fensive rebound that led to a layup by 
Adams gave USC an 88-85 lead with 17 
seconds to go.

LBSU finishes second 
in MPSF with loss to 
Stanford in finals.

Long Beach State fell to Stanford 9-8 
in the Mountain Pacific Sports Federation 
championship game Sunday afternoon at 
the Ken Lindgren Aquatics Center. 

With just 29 seconds left and the game 
tied at eight, the ritual “Pavo! Pavol! 
Pavo!” chant echoed through the stands 
as the 49er goalie, Pavo Ljepopio, pre- 
pared to defend his cage with a chance to 
win the title on the line. 

Fourteen seconds later, Cardinal junior 
driver BJ Churnside scored the. game- 
winning goal, leaving LBSU with only 15 
seconds to force an overtime match. The 
49ers were unable to hold onto the ball, 
losing their automatic bid to the NCAA 
Tournament. 

“{Stanford] executed at the end,” head 


coach Gavin Arroyo said. “We had the 
chance to win the two-meter shots and 
didn’t get [them]. And that’s just the way 
it goes in these types of games.” 

Cardinal head coach John Vargas said 
it was a battle playing against The Beach, 
but he said he knew what made the differ- 
ence in his team’s hard-fought win. 

“T give a lot of credit to [LBSU],” Var- 
gas said. “But I think it was our 5-man 
[power play] that made the difference. I 
believe we were kicked out 10 times, and 
I think they*were kicked out only three 
times.” 

Arroyo and senior Nick Rascon be- 
lieved that Saturday’s tough semi-final 
win against No.1 UCLA caused some fa- 
tigue that contributed to the team’s diffi- 
culty playing the finals match. But senior 
Devin Mefford thought both teams were 
equally capable of winning. 

“They’re a great team with great play- 
ers, but I think it was that they got the 
last possession with a 6-on-5 advantage,” 
Mefford said. “And if we had the last pos- 
session with a 6-on-5, we would put it 
away too.” 

The 49ers (22-7, 7-3 MPSF) grabbed a 


2-0 lead with a dominating first quarter. 
Junior Zacchary Kappos scored the first 
goal during a 6-on-5 power play. Junior 
Nolan McConnell scored on a 5-meter 
penalty shot drawn by senior Dan Matu- 
lis. 

The Cardinal (25-3, 7-1 MPSF) re- 
sponded in the second quarter with two 
goals, and netted another from the pe- 
rimeter to get ahead of The Beach 3-2 at 
halftime. 

After Stanford took a 5-3 lead in the 
third, Kappos and senior Joey Fabian 
each scored to tie the game once again 
at 5-5. From there, it went back-and-forth 
the rest of the way. 

Senior Ricardo Guimaraes gave the 
49ers an 8-7 lead, but the team couldn’t 
close The Cardinal out, letting Stanford 
score the final two goals for the title win. 

It’s not certain whether LBSU’s season 
is over yet. There is a chance for an at-

Arroyo said it was doubtful. 

“That game was a loss, but the season 
was definitely a victory,” Mefford said. “I 
wouldn’t take back a second of the five 
years I’ve been here.”
